James Potts, proprietor of the store, is 
at Bunker Hill, lll., on a vacation, and Miss 

Eddy has had charge of the store since 
his departure. Saturday, anticipating that 
the store would have to be kept open until 
late at night, she took Mr. Potts’ revolver, 
which pe had left in the drawer, and had it 
cl Olished at a neighboring ma- 
chine non hen she told her sister, Ha- 
zel, she was ready for burglars.

San Quenten prison, may go free. 

Some two months ago the state Supreme 
Court granted another trail. Now, because 
of the high fees demanded by Delaware 
medical. experts for their attendance the 
second trial, set for Tuesday, may never be 
held. 

Dr. E. L. Wolf, state chemist of Dela- 
ware, demands $1000 In cash, $3 a day and 
traveling expenses, while Mrs. H. 8. Downs 
and Lemuel H. Bishop will each be satis- 
fied with $25 a day and trav ey | expenses, 
allowing 60 days for the trip. In addition 
to this the state will have to stand the ex- 
pense of a dozen other witnesses whose 
testimony is essential. 

Unless some arrangement can be made 
with the State of Delaware to share the 
expense Mrs. Botkin may go free. Her sec- 
ond trial was gained simply on the techni- 
eal point that the judge's charge con- 
tained matter that should not have been 
includ 

The murder of the two women was one 
of the remarkable crimes of the last cen- 
tury. On Aug. 10, 1898, Mrs. John P. Dun- 
ning of Dover, Del., the wife of a press 
correspondent then at Porto Rico, received 
a box of chocolate bon-bons bearing the 
San Francisco postoffice mark.

friends who were present, and ate some 
herself. All were taken violently sick, and 
Mrs. Dt&inning and Mrs. Deame died, show- 
ing all the symptoms of arsenical poison- 
ing. An investigation showed that the can- 
dy had been poisoned, but no investigation 
at Dover or at San Francisco threw any 
light on the mystery gg: + to show that 
during his residence in the western city 
Dunning had maintained close relationship 
with, many women, and especially a Mrs. 
Botkin. Letters from Dunning to this wom- 
an were published, and while Dunning, who 
has returned to Dover, acknowledges their 
authenticity, he maintains a rigorous si- 
lence on every other vital point. Mrs. Bot- 
kin was arrested at Stockton, Cal., charged 
with the double murder, was convicted and 
Eeseqnoes to the California state prison for 
e. 


When the case is called for trial the 
spectators will see a vastly different woman 
from the one who was arrested three years 
ago. Then Mrs. Botkin was seemingly of 
the earth earthly—a snug, self-satisfied, 
cunning litle woman, as full of funny litle 
affectations as a porcupine of quills. Now 
sorrow, or perhaps remorse, repentence, res- 
ignation—what you will—have drenched all 
trace of baseness—a round, cheery face, 
with a pensive smile and a settle peace 
and gentleness. 

A woman who saw her a day or two ago 
at San Hens has written this of the visit 
and Mrs. Botkin: 

Mrs. Botkin is the same plump little rub- 
ber ball of a woman she was  before— 
plumper, indeed, for she confesses to a 
gain of 25 pounds during her prison life. 
Her skin is clear, her eyes are bright, there 
are no lines from her long brooding or bit- 
terness or discontent, there is no prison 
allor. She looks wholesome and cheerful, 
ut with the cheerfulness there are a grav- 
ity and patience and gentleness that were 
not in her face before. It is the look of 
one who sleeps well and thinks untroubling 
thoughts. 

Prison life usually breaks a woman, but

The press and publicity committee of 
the World's Fair met at 1 o’clock Monday 
afternoon at the board rooms in the La- 
clede building. 

It was announced before the meeting tha 


reports from the sub-committees appointed 
at previous meetings would be called for. 

e committee has made _ considerable 
progress in its work of advertising the Fair. 

No other committee meetings are set for 
Monday, but Acting President Corwin H. 
Spencer told the Post-Dispatch that a meet- 
ing of the executive committee will be 
called for either Tuesday of Wednesday. 

President D. R. Francis did not return 
Monday morning as expected, and it was 
stated at his office that he would not reach 
the city until Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Secretary Stephens telegraphed from Cin- 
cinnati that he was delayed by a washout, 
but would arrive some time during the day. 

In connection with the demand from the 
executive ecommittee for control over prop- 
erty immediatel wehbe Pd the proposed 
fair sites, Mr. Spencer said 

“No formal notice, further than that con- 
tained in the press, has been sent to the 
advocates of the various oposed sites. 

‘We regard it as highly desirable that 
the Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. 
should exercise such control over contigu- 
ous territory as to prevent the erection of 
unsightly or unsafe buildings therein. 
Tha 4 assurances from the owners of 
the property that it will not be sold or 
leased for purposes of this character should 
be sufficient.’ 

Alex H. Smith of the Carondelet commit- 
tee has suggested a method for securing 
the desired result in a simpler and less la- 
borious way. He says: 

“The Municipal Assembly shquld pass an 
ordinance <a the fire limits, which 
now os only to Grand avenue, so as to 
take the World's Fair grounds, wher- 
ever they are located. 

‘In that manner the, building commis- 
sioner would be able to regulate the class 
of buildings erected, and there would be 
none of the paste- -board hotels and pea- 
nut shell construction work that marred 
the Chicago World's Fair surroundings. 

“It would still be possible to erect frame 
buildings, but only with the consent of the 
pro erty owners in the block. 

f course, in order to take advantage 
of this suggestion, it would be necessary 
to have the Fair inside the city limits. 

Some of the sight boomers say it would 
be practically imposmite to secure pledges 
from all the owners of property lying ad- 
acent to the site, especiaily where it is 

eld in small pieces, to revert its use for 
any particular purpose. The owners, they 
say, expect to sell ae ease to anyone of- 
haye ta regulate the kind of buildings 
erected and the uses to which they are 


put.

All Transit Co. Employes to 
Be Inoculated. 


WORK COMMENCED MONDAY 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT AND 
TRANSIT CO. CO-OPERATING. 


Inside of Four Weeks Several Thou- 
sand Street Car Men Will Have 
Sore Arms and Perhaps 

Sour Faces. . 


Now, shovld the poor conductor frown, 
As if to misery mated, 

Don’t raise a row or call him down— 
He may be vaccinated. 


By an agreement perfected Monday be- 
tween the health department and the St. 
Louis Transit Co. all the conductors and 
motormen in the company’s employ are to 
be given hygienic examination and vac- 
cinated by the city dispensary physicians 
within the next four weeks. 

The work of examining the street car men 
commenced Monday morning, when a com- 
pany of motormen called at the dispensary 
and were given certificates of good health 
from the department. Some of the men 
were vaccinated, while others escaped the 
ordeal through being able to show distinet 
marks of recent vaccination. 

Notices bearing the signature of Dr. A. 
Vv. L. Brokaw, chief surgeon of the 
St. Louis Trasit Co., were posted Mon- 
day inthe sar sheds of all the company’s 
divisions, notifying the men that they will 
be required to present certificates of health, 
and urging them to visit the Dispensary at 
the earliest possible time. 


The plan for the inspection and vaccina- 
tion of the transit company’s force of mo- 
tormen and conductors grew out of a con- 
ference held last week by Dr. Brokaw and 
Health Commissioner Starkloff. 

“IT am very desirous to take every possi- 
ble measure to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases,’’ said Dr. Starkloff Mon- 
day, ‘and I asked Dr. Brokaw last week 
whether some arrangement could not be 
made for insuring the health of the com- 
pany's employes, especially the conductors, 
who are in constant contact with the public. 

“Dr. Brokaw expressed a willingness to 
co-operate with the department, and at 
once arranged with the officials of the com- 
pany to order all the men to take the city’s 
examination.’ 

The vaccinations will be made at the rate 
of several hundred a day withia the next 
week, and a few days hence the vaccin- 


ations will commence to “‘take’’ and cor.- 
ductors will have something besides new 
line routes and transfer systems to 


think about. 

Dr. Starkloff hopes that other large firms 
whose employes are in contact with the 
public will follow the example of the tran- 
sit company and order a general vaccina- 


tion.

dictment with forging the names of George 
A. and Vesta Hoover to a note for $1400? 
The other mystery, one that has success- 
fully withstoos investigation for 18 months, 
is: Who is this Ellis Glenn? Whether 
she be the EF. B. Glenn charged with the 
West al mig furgery or not, who is she? 
What is her name? Is it Ellis Glenn or 
not? Where was she born? What were 
her antecedents? Where are her relatives? 
She says she is Ellis Glenn; that she had 
a twin brother, Elbert B. Glenn; that he 
and she resembled each other as much as 
the proverbial two pease; that the twin 
brother committed the forgery in Ini- 
nois; that ne courted and promised to 
marry Ella Dukes of Hillsboro; that she 
changed places with him and donned his 
clothes after he had been corivicted; that 
she did not know of his alleged offense in 
West Virginia.

Trial May Not 


Solve the Mystery. 
} The approaching trial will not necessarily 
solve the big mystery. The probability is 
that it will not. The case as now outlined 
by the opposing attorneys will have to 
deal only with the offense alleged in the 
indictment and the identity of the person 
named in that indictment with the defen- 
dant before ths bar, Ellis Glenn. 

The state has no witnesses to testify that 
E. B. Glenn of West Virginia was ever 
suspected of being a woman.

person. 

The state does not know anything about 
the actions or attire of the E. B. Glenn 
named in the indictment prior to the time 
when he appeared in one of the small 
towns in this vicinity in 1897.

The public may impute to me whatever 
motive they wish in dealing with my ex- 
changing pinces with brother, but it is the 
truth that I did so out of love for him and 
to save him, without thought of the conse- 
quences to myself. 

No person except brother and I know 
where the change took place. Nor has the 
truth ever been printed about the discovery 


of my sex. 
I knew quite well that this discovery 
would be made at the penitentiary, but I 


did not propose to reveal it until it should 
become absolutely necessary in order to 
save myself from great embarrassment or 


something worse. 

I passed the verbal examination in the 
receiving office, and was then turned over 
to the barber. Of course brother had cut 
off my long hair when we exchanged places. 
The barber shaved off what remained, and, 
under the guidance of an attendant—a man 


_T was conducted to the bathroom, where 
I was told to disrobe and take a bath. 

The room was large, and there were about 
2% men, both white and black, taking their 
initial baths there. 

Here is where my courage failed me, and 
I became a woman. 

“Tl prefer to go to the women's bath 
room,” I said to the attendant. 

“What,” he exclaimed, with profanity. 
‘“You’re not a woman, are you?” and with 
that he grabbed me by the arm and shook 
me as if he thought he could determine my 
sex by shaking me. 


I told him that I most certainly was a 
woman. I had not removed any of my cloth- 
ing, and he led me out of the bath room, 
exclaiming in wonderment and incredulity 
all the way to the warden’s office. 

The surgeons appeared, made an exami- 
nation, and officially pronounced me a 
woman. 

The prison authorities refused to give 
me women's clothing and I was returned 
to Hillsboro in male attire. 

Why I pleaded not lity to the gharge 
to which my brother had pleaded guilty. 
and for which FE entered the Chester Peni- 
tentiary, I do not care to say. But I do 
wish to declare that I was unjustly treat- 

by the West Virginia officer who 


brought me here in male attire. ’ 
T pleades for women's clothes from the 


that they should be given to me, which 
Was some time after I reached here and 
became an inmate of the jail. 

I told Jules Ricardson, who brought me 
to Parkersburg, that I would teil him 
where brother was if he would release me 
after brother had been arrested, but Mr. 
Richardson would not listen to the pro- 
posal. I would not have taken brother's 
place in Illinois if I had known that there 
was ony onarge against him elsewhere. 

But they will never cunvict me because 
the E. B. Glenn who is charged with the 
forgery for which I am to be tried was 
a man, as their own witnesses will prove. 
And, since E. B. Glenn was a man and 
l am a woman, a fact which even the state 
does not doubt, how can they convict me? 

And after they have released me, after 
all of their witnesses have testified that 
I, Ellis Glenn, woman, am the same person 
who, as E. B. Glenn, man, committed 
the forgery which is charged, how can 
they ever convict the real E. Glenn, 
man, if he should ever appear? 

‘The mystery,’ continuing in this strain, 
so closely wove about herself and the twin 
brother, that veil which prosecutors and 
investigators thus far have failed to lift, 
that, as she laughingly concluded, she ‘‘did 
not know herself who she was.”’

JUSTICE STERN AND SWIFT 


MURDERERS, BRIGANDS AND 
TRAITORS GET LITTLE MERCY. 


Death Penalty Imposed in Cases of 
Criminal Assault and Homicide— 
Betrayal of American 
Garrison. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—A_ Philippine 
mail brings to the war department the 
records in 11 cases wherein Filipinos were 
tried by military commissions on charges 
including murder, criminal assault, kid- 
naping, assault and battery, burglary and 
Violations of the rules of war. * 

An especially noticeable case arose out 
of the operations of a famous oathbound 
band of Filipinos called the ‘Society of 
the Sandahatans.’"’ The principal officers 
of this society, next to a trimvirate of 
chiefs, are a chief executioner and assist- 
ants, and a requisite number of grave 


cigeers who participate in the self-appoint- 
work of the band. The leaders select 
their victim, capture and carry him away 
‘in the night to a secret rendezvous on @ 
sandy beach covered with very tall grass, 

ere the diggers already have prepared 
the grave. Here, in the presenc of the as- 
sembled band, helpless men and women 
from time to time have been stabbed to 
death and tossed into the graves. 

he members of the band then disperse 
and trust to the rise and fall of the nearby 
waters to hide the evidence of their ghast- 
ly work. Ten members of the band, includ- 
ing two of the chiefs were tried before a 
military commission and eight of them 
were sentenced to be hanged. 

n approving the sentences Gen. MacAr- 
thur says: 

To the reviewing authority it is evident 
that there can be no hope of peace for the 
Filipino people, nor security for their lives 
and property, until they shall learn to 
unite against all bands of murderers and as- 
Sassins, under whatever name they shal! 
assume, and come to the assistance of the 
officers of the law in their determination to 
bring them al! to justice.’’ ; 


Seven Natives 

Were Beheaded. 

In another case an armed band of about 
2% Filipinos carried away nine of the in- 


habitants of the Barrio of Casantulairan 
and by repeated blows from the butts of 
their rifies drove them to the presidencia of 
Cabaruan. Here all hands drank freely 
of -vino, and the prisoners were made 
drunikx. 

Then, acording to the testimony of two 
of the prisoners who escaped, the other 
Seven were led off in the direction of a 
ok Aes of trees, where two days later their 

headed bodies were discovred. The mem- 
bers of the band who were captured re- 
ceived sentences of death in some cases and 
imprisonment at hard labor for varying 
terms in others. 

Four native policemen who had been sent 
to gather wood for a detachment of Ameri- 
Can troops were set upon, one of their num- 
ber was killed and another lost his arm. 
A member of the band which attacked them 
Was sentenced to 20 years’ imprisonment. 

A native, named Miranda, was tried on 
four charges. A band under his leadership 
ambushed, robbed and killed two native 
brothers. Later the accused led his band 
against the country house of a native, set 
it afire, looted its contents, and carried off 
into the flelds three daughters of the own- 
er, robbing them of their jewelry. 

Three days later his band atacked the 
town residence of the same native and 
thoroughly sacked it. His fast crime was 
the murder of a native named Abelino, 

- who frequented a gambling house kept by 
his inamorata, for the sole reason that 
Abelino had not paid a ambling gpbt. 
Miranda was sentenced to the hanged.

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OTHER JONES SPOKE 


HER ADDRESS WAS FEATURE OF 
LABOR MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


LEON GREENBAUM PRESIDED 


Exercises Were Held in Memory of 
Men Killed in Street Car 
Strike Riot. 


At the Odeon Sunday afternoon, services 
in. memory of the three men killed, June 
10, 1900, during the parade of former street 
car employes on Washington avenue, were 
held under the auspices of the Central 
Trades and Labor Union. 

The hall was well filled, the widows of 
George Rine and Arthur E. Burkhart, two 
of the men killed, befng among those pres- 
ent. Each was accompanied by two little 
children. 

The pricipal address was made by 
“Mother’’ Mary Jones of Chicago. All of 
the speeches had special reference to the 
Street car strike, its causes and the con- 
ditions which preceded it,,with a general 


bearing upon the rights of organized labor. 
Leon Greenbaum presided and the ser- 
vices were in charge. of the memorial com- 
mittee’ of the Central labor body, consist- 
ing of J. H. Rakel, chairman; David Krey- 
ling, secretary; R. Parker, treasurer; 
A. Hamberg and Leon Greenbaum. Music 
was furnished by the United Singing So- 
cieties. 

In opening the meeting, Mr. Greenbaum, 
who was the Socialist candidate for mayor 
last spring, reviewed the events which led 
up to the strike of 1990. He described the 
scene on Washington avenue, when 
Thomas, Rine and Burkhart fell before the 
riot guns of the posse. 

William M. Brandt, business agent of the 
Cigar Makers’ Union, who helped organ- 
ize the stret car men in preparation for 
the strike, told of the conditions as he 
found them at the time the work was un- 


dertaken. 

“Mother” Jones. the organizer of the 
Mine Workers’ Union, was next introduced 
and made an address of two hours’ dura- 
tion. She was received with cheers from 
the audience, which proclaimed her the 
“friend of the laboring man.’ and was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. Her re- 
marks were direc @ chiefiy against cor- 
porations and the ‘fusts. 

She said she was engaged in helping the 
miners of Maryland win a strike while 
the St. Louts trouble was in progress, ana, 
hence, was unable to be here, but her heart 
went out in sympathy to those who were 
struggling for their rights. 
She advocated a r;zvolution, 
and the state legisiatures did not 
‘give the people their rights.’’ 
‘Mother’ Jones said she had _ . 0been 
charged with inciting trouble, and believed 
that, in rousing the people, lay the only 
safety for this country. 

‘The most dangerous thing on earth,’ 
she declared, “‘is a contented slave.”’

Before His Downfall, He Was Minis- 
terial Student, but Hop Alley 
Was His Undoing. 


E. H. Taylor, an attorney of 1109 Clark 
avenue, has asked the police to apprehend 
Delmar Ridgeway, his negro office boy, 
and hold him for charges ranging from 
embezzlement to malicious destruction cf 


property. 

Delmar's downfall is out of the ordinary. 
He is about 19 years old, short, stout and 
black. He lives with his parents at Cal- 
ifornia avenue and Cherokee street. 

Two years ago he was a student for the 


ministry. 

He was ambitious, and his parents sought 
Taylor, an attorney, and obtained employ- 
ment for the boy. 

He was permitted to study when he was 
not engaged in the performance of his du- 
ties. He took up the study of law in ad- 
dition to making a pretense at keeping up 
his theological studies. 

Delmar learned other things. He made 
frequent pilgrimages into Hop Alley, and On 
several occasions he was unable to attend 
to his duties or prosecute his studies be- 
cause of indiscretions. He was always re- 
pentant his employer gave him one 
more chance on each occasion. 

Delmar’s finish came last week. 

On Wednesday Taylor gave him $7 with 
which to pay the gas bill. Saturday a rep- 
resentative of the gas company called to 
turn off the gas because the bill had not 
been paid. » 

Taylor made an investigation and Delmar 
admitted that he had used the money to 
buy a new suit of clothes. 

He pleaded so hard that Taylor again told 
him he would give him one more «hance. 

But he strriped Delmar of his finery and 
locked the clothes up in his desk. Delmar 
told him he would recover the money. 

Sunday Delmar visited his employer's of- 
fice. The door was locked, but this did not 
deter Delmar from entering. Then he seized 
a hatchet and used it with terrible effect.

TO SAVE MOLINEUX. 


SENATOR DAVID B. HILL WILL 
ARGUE FOR NEW TRIAL. 


ALL SPECTATORS EXCLUDED 


—_—_—_—_—_— 


Both Sides Have Been Alloted Four 
Hours for Their Appeals for and 
Against the Accused. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., June 17.—The second 
plea for the life of Roland B. Molineux 
claimed by the law for the mysterious mur- 
der by mailed poison of Mrs. Katherine J. 
Adams in New York in December, 1598. 
began today before the Court of Appeals. 
Chief Judge Parker and Associate Judges 
Vann, Bartlett, Giray, ‘Brien, Height and 
Werner will deciie the appeal and the re- 
spective arguments are in the hands of spe- 
cially retainedcounsel. John G. Milburn rep- 


resents the defendant, and former United 
States Senutor David Bennett Hill speaks 
for the people. 

The printed record of the case is the 
largest ever submitted in the state in a 
criminal case, and upon its consideration 
during the interim between now and the 
fall session of the court rests the opinion. 
The arguments submitted with the briefs 
is short, and it is anticipated that it will be 
concluded tomorrow afternoon. The offi- 
cers of the court, fearing the annoyance 
of a large crowd, locked the outer doors of 
the Supreme Court room, and admitted the 
privileged few by the private entrance. 

Assistant District Attorney Le Barbleur of 
New York. who js assisting Mr. Hill, was 
the first to appéar, and after him came 
Bartow S. Weeks and George Gordon Bat- 
tle, who defended Molineux at his trial in 
New York. With them were Gen. Molineux, 
the aged father of the defendant, and Da- 
vid N. Carvalho, the handwriting ex ert 
who advised the defense at the trial. After 
them came a corps of clerks carrying law 
books and records. Mr. Hill and Mr. Mil- 
burn came last, stopping at the doorway to 
exchange friendly greetings. 

Judge Parker asked counsel if an exten- 
sion beyond the two hours usually allotted 
to an argument was desired. M*. Milburn 
said he would probably require four hours. 
Mr. Hill nt his approval, and sv it was 
agreed that each side should have four 
hours. 

Mr. Milburn began his address for the de- 
fendant with a brief statement of the 
charge and nature of the appeal and fol- 
lowing it with what he called a sketch of 
the chief personnel of the case. He sketched

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TRIED TOCRACK SAFE 


BURGLARS DRILL HOLES IN COM- 
BINATION AT A FACTORY. 


NOW DOOR CANT BE OPENED 


Worked With Saw, Drill and Cold 
Chisel, After Breaking Out Win- 
dow to Enter Building. 


When the office men of the Pilley Pack- 
ing and Flue Brush Manufacturing Co. ar- 
rived at their office, 321 North Main street, 
Monday morning, they found a@ large hole 
chopped in the top of the safe, a cut twd 
inches deep made by a saw in the edge 


above the door and several drill holes in 
the combination. 

Burglars had broken in at a rear window 
between 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon and 
Monday morning. 

The attempts to open the safe apparently 
had failed, although all efforts up to noon 
to open it proved unsuccessful, as the com- 
bination had been wrecked. 

About $50 worth of small drills and other 
tools are missing from the establishment.

The work with the saw looked as if 
they had intended to saw the safe in two 
vertically through the middle. Four holes 
were drilled in the combination.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Great Britain 
has formally informed the powers that. she 
will not consent to China putting an in- 
creased duty upon imports of opium and 
rice. Unless the combined influence of the 
powers induces the British government to 
withdraw from this position China's of- 


fort to lessen the opium traffic will result 
in failure, It is almost 70 years since the 
ed by the effects 
of opium upon its people, first sought to 
stop ita importation. hat policy was fol- 
lowed by the ‘‘oplum war,” and Great 
Britain forced China to legalize the traf- 
co. The war brought Closer relations with 
China, but it was disastrous in fastening a 
national curse upon the empire, 

Great Britain’s determination to oppose 
an increase of duty upon opium an ce 
was communicated to the powers through 
her minister in Pekin, The state depart- 
ment will instruct Special Commissioner 
Rockhill to oppose an attempt on the part 
of any nation to have their ticular im- 

orts exempted from the application of the 
nereased duty, opium and rice, the 
important imports into China from Europe, 
continue to enjoy the advantage of a duty 
of only 5 per cent ad valorem in silver, 
while the imports of other nations*have to 

ay the proposed duty of 10 per cent, Great 

ritain would naturally derive considerable 
benefit. None of the powers is willing that 
Great Britain should receive such an ad- 
vantage and if that count is to receive 
preferential rates on certain products 
others will demand the same concession for 
their goods. 

It is evident, therefore, that if Great 
Britain declines to permit an increase of 
duty on opium and rice the attempt on the 
part of certain powers to provide China 
with th means of raising the enormous 
indemnity demanded will fail. The conse- 
quence would be to throw again intg con- 
fusion the entire indemnity questicg.

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SMOKE NUISANCE IN CLEVELAND. 


The Municipal Assembly wil] this week address itself to 
legislation against the smoke nuisance. 

In framing an ordinance which shall be effective, it is not 
enough to ordain merely that smoke is a nuisance. A ration- 
al scheme must be provided which shall abate the nuisance 
without unnecessarily disturbing the.course of business. 

An interesting and instructive article on the subject is 
to be found in Cassier’s Magazine for June, by Prof. C. H. 
Benjamin. In that article may be found the story of Cleve- 
land’s experience with Smoke and the final abatement of the 
nuisance. 

“Tt is not necessary to demonstrate today that smoke can 
be prevented,” writes Prof. Benjamin. “Scores of large busi- 
ness blocks and. manufacturing establishments in Cleveland 
show this to. the eye ‘that he who runs may.read.’ It does 
become necessary, however, to prove that a man may be a 
good citizen, reduce the smoke from his chimney and at the 
same time benefit his own pocketbook.”’

Well, I don't know. I reckon it’s. all 
right, but it is not just exactly what my 
bison nature led me to anticipate.

Over in York 
state there is a village called Buffato, 
where, as I heard a pretty girl remark this 
afternoon, they are holding an exposition 
of American pans, or something. 

The familiar quotation, “Put me off at 
Buffalo,” originated from our tribe 319 
years ago and has been a hoary chestnut 
with a buffalo mane since. 


“Indians Used to 
Have Annual Derby.” 

O, yes! There were ponies in those days, 
along with the Indians and the buffaloes. 
The Indians used to have an annual Derby, 
at which they mounted bucking bronchos 


and chased our herd. yelling like devils 
and perforating our hides with stone arrow- 


heads. That hurt.

ell, I don't object. Only I don’t like 
called little. Pretty soon I'll get a 
hump on myself and grow up into a tower 
of strength, with whiskers on the back of 
my neck just like papa’s. ' 

3ut I'm forgetting the Indians. Folks 
tell me there ain't any left, to speak of, 
except a nomadic tribe that visits St. Louis 
every election day. Too bad, too bad! The 
Indian was a natural curiosity, and he 
ought to have been preserved. So ought 
the buffalo. 

I can remember—it just strikes me that 
I’m not merely a baby buffalo, but the re- 
incarnated spirit of a bull bison that 
roamed the pathless prairies 50 years ago, 
where now the pale-face squatter squats, 
bootlegging firewater to the few remain- 
ing Indians, whose noble ancestors have 
succumbed to that same brand of booze. 

I can remember that once I belonged to 
a herd of 10,000 buffaloes. We were free. 
We were happy. We chewed grass for our 
three squares per, and when we got thirsty 
we pawed sand in the bed of the Arkansas 
river, which mostly runs underground, and 
the water came to the surface. Some- 
times we felf,a hankering after the chlo- 
ride of wait ng | py We went to certain spots 
known only ‘to ourselves. nosed around in 
the dirt and discovered plenty of salt, 
which we licked and licked until the places 
became known as buffalo licks. 

Now there’s nothing but cowlicks out 
there, and where once was the buffalo herd 
is now heard the cow low. ’Tis sad, but 


true. 

Civilizatior might have preserved the 
bison and had buffalo cows to milk, for 
the replenishment of the buffet on Pull- 
man cars; but civilization civilizes by elim- 
ination. We were eliminated. 

Now the only buffaloes you can find are 
those belonging to a man named Charley 
Jones, away out in Kansas. and two or 
three here and there in parks, like papa 
and mamma and me.
